UaOk bltt«r fsellng against Preetdeiit 
Yerlces and the oable road eyndicate, grow- 
ing out of the poor serrioee rendnred by 
them to their patrons, has been brought to a 
focus by the strike^ and the public comment 
resulting is not favorable to the company.

When It Does Come It Will Be th» Work 
of Katnral Fereas, aad Bot the Onteome 
of Invitations — The Bersalean Task Vn- 
dertuken Hy 8lr John Maodonnld Has 
Not, as Yet, Been Acooropllihed. 
St. Thomas, Ont, Oct t».— The question 
of tlta annexation ot Canada to the United 
States has all at once been brought into 
prominence throughout this wuntry by the 
speech of Senator Sherman, in which he of- 
fers Canada political union in settlement of 
the issues in dispoM iMtwsan it and the 
United Statss. 

It is announced in Trronto, on Mr. Sher- 
man's authority, that tbe senate committee 
on foreign relations, of which he is chair- 
man, will take the matter up at the next ses- 
sion of cotiKres-i. Mr. HIaine, in passing 
through this town the other day en route for 
the west, made a short speech on annexa- 
tion, in whioh ha said tha United Stotaa was 
willing to admit Canada into the union, but 
that Canada hersslf must make tha Urst 
overtures. 

In the county of Essex, opposite Detroit, 
Mr. SolOBMNi Whita, a prominent Tory poli- 
tician, who fonnariy represente<l that place 
in the Ontario legislature, has just come out 
flat-footed for annexation. In fact, in all 
tha border countiea in this province the an- 
nexation feeling is strong. In this part uf 
the country, which is traversed by the Ca- 
nadian Southern railroad — a Vanderbilt 
road— it is a rttre thing to find a man who is 
satisfied with tbe preeent condition of af- 
fairs. The railway has introduced Ameri- 
can ideas, American ways of doing business, 
and a feeling that Canada is wasting ber 
time in trj ing to establish a separate na- 
tion. 

It is safe to siy that annexation, w hen it 
comes aboi t, will t»e the work of natural 
forces, anc' not the outcome of invitations, 
however v eil meant, from the politicians of 
the I'liited Stiitcs. Tne fanadian c mfeder- 
ntion con .ists of ,a number of sc.iitered prov- 
inces for Miii;4 a [i iimlated frini;e about a 
hundred onle^ deep al oni; the whole north 
em frontier o; the I'nited States, The con- 
federation wi-^ e-tablished ill l^' l. I'l lor to 
that t he I 1 1 iviiiees o!' nii|(,'r an! lower ('aii- 
ada, no\\ known as (Jntario and (,tiii b' c, h id 
lieen united. Hut tne friction bet ween the 
two races ^;rew so mieii-e that ^'overiiineiit 
liccaine iiii|iossilile. A sclieii; f< r l.nii;;iie.; 
in Novo Seotia and New iii . ii Me,, was 
then pro), cieil, and after the usuai prelim- 
inaries, It received tha approval of the Brit- 
ish pariiuiiient. 

At a later d.iy I'rince KIward bland, 
Kritish t'olumbia, Mmitoba and the terri- 
tories lyiiifj betwei-n Mi'iiiolia ami the 
Kocky iiiouiitiiins were adiiiiiled. Sir .John

Williams tlf Cincinnati, Dies 
Hiicel wood, I'ennsylvnnin. 

Hasblwood. Oct 8.— Dr. Elkanale Will- 
iams, the celebrated oonlist, of Cincinnati, 
died Friday iu this oity at the borne of his 
friend Dr. H. Waller. 

\Vith the passing away of Dr. Williams 
the mailical profes.sii)n loses une of its 
brightest lights, and the world one of Its 
most distinguished men in his particular 
specialty. He was born in Indiana sixty-sis 
years ago, and was educated there until ha 
began the study of medicine. This he did 
at Louisville, Ky. , and graduated from tha 
college there. After practicing for a time 
in Indiana ha want to Europe and continued 
his studies in Germany and France. Ha 
mastered the language of each of those 
countries. About 1861 he ratnmed and be- 
gan tbe praotiae of his profession in Cincin* 
natl, when he ramained until overcome by 
tne aiBiction that caused bis death. 

In the medical world Dr. Williams stood 
for years at the head of ooalista He was in 
Eurofie when Helmboldt disoovared the opb- 
thalmoaoope, and he was tha drst one to in* 
troduce Ite nse and application in England. 
Tbe doctor was placed in charge of the eyo 
and ear clinic In the greatest London inadi« 
cal collage, and his fams soon baoame world* 
wldeu He was the father of ophthalmology 
in the United Htates. When he advocated 
separate treatmont and sotentiflo considera- 
tion of diseases of the eye and ear the old 
practitioners laughed at him, but he lived to 
see hia ataiaaa reoognlasd. Tha distinguished 
man was tbe author of nmaj able papers on 
tbe treatment of the eye aad aar, and he was 
until a short time befora his illness a valusd 
contributor to the medical Journals of this 
country. He made three tripe to Europe, 
and was rsoaivwl with disHngalshad oonsiil* 
eration. 

Dr. Williams was honored by foreign med- 
ical socieites with honorary membership as 
much as any other Americ m. In 18T'i ha 
was president of the medical congress that 
assembled in this city. In his specialty as 
an oculist he was a recognised authority tbe 
world
